A Leadership training school u n­ 
d e r th * auspices of the Adams County 
Sunday School 
Association Will be 
conducted in Gettysburg, probably at 
the seminary, next spring for the 
teachers and pastors cf the county, it 
was announced today by D r i i , Had- 
wfn F ischer, who was elected dean of 
the proposed school. 


During the institute of the chil­ 
dren’s division of the county associa­ 
tion held Saturday at St. Jam es Lu­ 
theran church, a group of pastors and 
superintendents of the Sunday school* 
of t ’ne county held an organization 
meeting and elected a board of direc­ 
tor 
and officers for the Leadership 
training course. 
The course of instruction which it 
i' proposed to offer to th** members 
of the Sunday schools of the county, 
the teachers in the schools and also 
the pastors of the churches will deal 
with the branches of work important 
in the teaching of the Bible. 
Among 
the course* offered will be two Bible 
courses, one. on the Old Testam ent and 
another on the New Testam ent; spe­ 
cialization courses in work for teach­ 
er* o f the children’s and young peo­ 
ple’s divisions, psychology, a mission 
study course and instruction in story 
telling. 
To Be Held In March 
Tup institute will be conducted, ac­ 
cording to present plans, for one week 
during March with classes between 
7:b0 an I 9:30 o’clock each evening at 
the seminary. 
This work has been inaugurated by 
the national and state Sunday school 
associations and has been recognized 
as one of the h ading departm ents of 
Sunday school work in every country 
and state in which it is tried. 
The 
school here is expected to be rated as 
one of the best, if not the best tra in ­ 
ing school in the state of Pennsyl­ 
vania with the facilities made possible

Longenecker, “the co-eds 
will be more than glad to avail them ­ 
selves of the opportunity of attending 
the religious services every morning. 
In as much as the co-eds are as much 
a part of the 
student 
body, in toto, 
they are desirous of attending chapel." 
The co-eds were specially invited to 
attend the W ednesday morning chapel 
services at which time Dr. Henry W. 
A. Hanson delivers a short address on 
some subject particularly apt to stu­

never have the i o-etls attended any . 
other week-day meeting of the stu ­ 
dent boily.

REV. STINE TAKES WORLD’S 
ATTITUDE TOWARD CHRIST AS

Gunners (’.aught

“ Despite the 
warning 
issued 
a 
month ago by this departm ent 
to 
hunters re g ild in g the destruction ut 
highway signs and reflectors,” said 
W. H. Connell, engineering executive 
and acting secretary of highways, to ­ 
day, "we have reto rt* from all over 
the state that hundreds of signs and 
reflectors have been destroyed since 
the beginning of the hunting season, 
"E very reflector signal on a stretch 
of road tw enty miles 
long in the 
w estern ta r t of the state has been 
destroyed. 
" It will not only cost the state con- 
siderable money to replace the de­ 
stroyed signs, but the 
absence of 
necessary signs even fen* a short pe­ 
riod will jeopardize the lives of m o­ 
torists 
and may result in causing 
m any accidents. 
Danger signs for 
day driving and reflector 
signs for 
night driving are placed at locations 
th a t arc dangerous, and if they are 
destroyed, there is no warning to the 
m otorist of dangerous locations.” 
Heavy 
penalties for this misde­ 
m eanor awai the offender. 
They in­ 
clude a fine with all costs of prose­
